They 
are stronger now in numbers and death- 
dealing equipments. Besides this they 
are reinforced by the prestige of yes- 
terday’s success and the arrival of 
a number of fellow-workmen from 
outside towns bringing assurances 
of sympathy on the part of 
their co-laborers, and assistance phys- 
ically and financially if needed. 
A large number of men, estimated at 
800, arrived late in the night from 
Pittsburgh, and today small numbers 
came from various places.

The expression of men’ has found 
a backing from the aged pastor of one

THE EMPLOYER'S SIDE. 


A Strong Showing-—The Congressional In- 
quiry Earnestly Desired. 

July 7. —[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] H.C. Frick, chairman of 
the Carnegie Company, was interviewed 
this evening as to the differences be- 
tween the company and the men. He 
| said that skilled workmen in the Amal-: 
gated Association worked under what is 
known as the sliding scale. As the 
price of steel advanced so did the earn- 
ings of the men and vice versa. While 
there are no limits to the advance there 
isa point at which the decline stops. 
“We believe,’’ he said, “if the earn- 
can without limit the 
kien shouldbe follow 
the selling price down to a reasonable 
minimum, and instead of $25 as the 
minimum we fixed $28. The reason for 
this was that we had spent large 
sums of money in the introduction 
of new machinery by means of which 
workmen were enabled to increase the 
daily output, thereby increasing the 
amount of wages. Another point was 
the date of the expiration of the sliding 
scale, June 30. We askéd that the date 
be changed to December 31 to permit 
‘us to take estimates beginning January 
1, so that we would be enabled to make 
contracts fora year accordingly. The 
Amalgamated Association declined. 
The third matter was the proposed re- | 
duction in tonnage rates. We are pre-| 
pared toshow that in nearly every de- 
partment under the proposed reduction 
skilled workmen would make more than 
they did when the scale of 1889 
wentintoeffect. Asarule the men who 
were making the largest wages were 
the ones who most bitterly denonnced the 
prepeses revision, for out of 3800 men 


employed, only 325 were af- 
fectéd by the reduction. Finding it im- 
possible to arrive at an agreement with 
the amalgamated officials, we decided 
to close the works.’’ 

When asked asto the reason of the 
employment of the Pinkerton men 
Frick said that they did not see how 
else they could have protection, doubt- 
ing the ability of the sheriff to enforce 
order at ‘Homestead and protect prop- 
erty. Frick said, that as to future dif- 
ficulty it was in the hands of the Alle- 
ghany county authorities. 

Frick’s attention being called to the 


‘Widespread interest aroused and the 


proposed Congressional inquiry, he said 
they welcomed the proposed investiga- 
tion and were prepared to submit facts 
and figures which would convince un- 
prejudiced men of the equity of their 
position. Frick further said regarding 
the political situation: *‘We cannot af- 
ford to run our business and politics at 
the same time.*’ 

He continued: ‘‘We did not propose 
to reduce the earnings of employés 
below those of other Amalgamated men 
in other mills. We put in machinery 
other mills do nut* possess, increased 
the output and earnings of the men. 
We ask that the reduction be made so 
that the earnings of our employés be on 
a par with other workmen in other 
amalgamated mills.’ 


THE STRIKERS ACTIVE. 


Their Agents Busy With Labor 0: ganiza- 
: tions in Various Cities. 

Caicaco, July 7.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A committee of. the Amalga- 
mated Iron and Steel Association from 
Pittsburgh is here to confer with the 
workmen in the building trades, with a 
view of boycotting all iron and steel 
from Carnegie’s works at Homestead if 
non-union men are put to work. They 
were well received, and the tourse they 
ask will probably be complied with. 
Similar committees were sent to other 
large cities, and a general building tie- 
up is not improbable. 

Gov. Fifer and the Republican State 
Committee hada meeting here. today. 
A delegation of the steel-workers from 
Joliet had a protracted audience with 
the committee and urged the lepubli- 
can managers of Illinois to tender their 
offices for an honorable settiement of 
the difficulties at Homestead. One of 
the spokesmen called attention to the 
details of the trouble and the fact that 
the iron-workers of Illinois might be in- 
volved if there is not an early adjust- 
ment. The committee gave the delega- 
tion assurances that they will take ac- 
tion placing the party and candidates in 
a proper position on the question.

The Sheriff Seeks in Vain for 
to Homestead. 
PittsBuRGH (Pa.,) July 7.—Sherff Mc- 
Cleary, in addition to his proclamation 
last evening calling cn al! good citizens 
to appear armed at his oftice this morn- 
ing sent out a number of personal sum- 
mons. to the. same effect early this’ 
Neither proclamation nor 
summons had much effect. At 9 o'clock, 
the hour mentioned; only one-man-ap-_ 
peared under the general proclamation, 
and of 105 men personally summoned 
only twelve responded.

The names of the sixteen killed are not 
given, however, and itis believed the 
figures are ina¢curate. What is be- 
lieved to be a complete list of the dead 
makes the total dead fen, of which six 
were workmen and four Pinkertons, 
Eleven workmen were severely hurt, 
six of whom may die, and twenty-five 
others are slightly injured. Those in 
danger of dying are: George Retter, 
Richard Durham, William Foy, Henry 
Rusiski, Andy Cudia, Charles Daeska. 
Nearly everyone of the Pinkertonsis 
more or lesshurt. Seventeen of them 
are suffering from gun-shot wounds. 
The remainder bear evidence in cuts, 
bruises and swollen heads and faces, of 
the rough, treatmgent they received at 
the hands of the workmen when they 
surrendered and came out of their 
boats.

Prof, Moses’ Second Lecture of the His- ; 
am tory Course Last Evening, 

The 400 students of Roman history, 
who are interested in Prof. Moses’ 
course of lectures, assemb.ied again at 
Unity Church last evening to listen to 
the second lecture in the course, taking 
for his topic ‘‘The Uncivilized Germanic 
Tribes of Northern Italy.” He de- 


tory and the overthrow of the empire 
and establishment of new states. He 
traced the history of the Huns, that, 
restless, unstable, nomadic race- who 
were always wandering like fugitives 
over the earth, always mounted and 
often sleeping on their horses, who in 
im- 
petuous charge—a race utterly “without 
law or justice, fickle and = faithless, 
moved always by the strongest impulse 
ofthe moment. After dwelling upon 
the character of these invaders who in 
the fifth century conquered se great a 
part of Europe, he pointed qut some 
leading features of this movement which 
brings themso prominently before the 
student of ancient history. The two 
immediate causes of this invasion of 
Italy he named as an’ attracting force 
beckoning forward, and a propelling 
force pushing from behind, moved as they 
were, first, by the hope of spoiling the 
Romans and enjoying their rich booty 
and, second, impelled by the fear of be- 
ing crushed and scattered by a more 
powerful nation. Prof. Moses’ talk 
was thoroughly interesting and in- 
structive from beginning to end. The 
third lecture will be tomorrow evening 
and the topic will be the ‘Forces and 
Kesults of the Christian Revolution.”’ 
lf this course of lectures shall be the 
initial of a series of regular University 
Extension lectures, arrangements wili 
be made for examinations $0 be held on 
the topics gone over and all persons 
passing, who afterward enroll them- 
selves as students at the University will 
be given a certain amount of credit. 


Benetits of Irrigation. 
{Pomotropic. ] 

The wonderiul results of irrigation 
have been shown in a most remarkable 
manner by a freak of the Colorado 
River. Last vear the mystery of the 
Salton Lake attracted the attention and 
wonder of the State until its source was 
found to be a break in the river bank. 
This year a phenomonon not much less 
wonderful is to be seen in the same re- 

ion. Tue desert has been transformed. 
The bare sands that have made the re- 
gion terrible to travelers and stockmen 
have given place to verdure. Under- 
brush has covered the country in-the 
line of the inundation, and where only 
the hardiest of desert plants could be- 
fore maintain a precarious struggle for 
existence, luxuriant vegetation now 
covers the land. 

The desert is doomed. Its disap- 
pearance may not be seen by this gen- 
eration or the next, yet the time is- 
coming when orchards and fields will 
cover the thousands of square miles now 
given over to desolation. The infre- 
quent desert plant and the occasional 
buzzard will give way to all the products 
of the tropical and semi-tropical jands 
that. its portion will fit it to raise, | 

The day may come when the present. 
Colorado desert wili be reckoned among 
the most productive land in Qalifornia. 
There was atime when the plains of 
Kern and Tulare were held in little 
more esteem than is the desert of today. 
The magic power of irrigation has 
transformed the old alkali plains into a 
garden, and it willdo as. much for the 
dreaded Colorado Desert. —|Madera 
Mercury.

ELYSIAN PARK ROAD. 


One of the Most Picturesque Drives in the 
State—Beautiful Views. 

The members of the Board of Public 
Works yesterday made their weekly 
tour of inspection about the city, and, 
after looking into several matters that . 


a drive over the recently constructed 

road through the hills of Elysian Park— 
at least they drove over as much as they 

could, finally bringing up with a short 

turn at the head of a ravine, where the 

carriage was abandoned and sent back 

over the trail in. charge of the driver, 
while the members of the party made 

their way on foot around by the reser- 

voirand out to the electric cars at 

Buena Vista street bridge. 

This is the road which it was, stated 
could be built for $2000 when it was 
first proposed. It caused considerable 
debate in the Council at the time and 
was fought with great vigor. Mayor 
Hazard advocated the road, and al- 
though. Councilman Tufts facetiously 
dubbed it the ‘‘burro trail,”” by which 
name it is still known, the measure 
finally passed, the $2000 was appro- 
priated and the work proceeded with. 
There is no doubt but what a great deal 
of work has been done, and a fair start 
has been made on what will some day 
be the most picturesque drive’ in the 
southern part of the State, but it is 
claimed that the Park Commission has 
expended not only the $2000 appropri- 
ated for the purpose, but has put all. its 
available funds into it besides, leaving 
the other parks to stffer, and that even 
the employés will have to wait for their 
wages until the new appropriation 
comes in, which, if correct, is a very 
bad state of affairs. ~* 

As to the road itself nothing short of 
a trip over it will give any adequate 
idea of what has been done. In many 
places the road has been literally 
blasted out of the sides of the hills, and 
ali the sensations of a stage ride 
throngh the, wildest mountain country 
can now be experienced within the cor- 
porate limits of the city. The blue gum 
groves have grown immensely, and at 
several points on the winding trail over- 
looking the masses of green foliage it is 
hard to realize that all is the growth of 

a few-vears....From..some of the higher 
Pasadena, the*Raymond, Alham- 
bra and other towns aré in plain view, 
while on the other the city is spread 
out like a picture with the blue Pacific 
and the peaks of Catalina in the dis- 
tance. . 

Altogether a trip over the trail is by | 
far the most enjoyable in the citysand 
it bids fair to be one of the most pop- 
ular. At present’ a casual observer 
would savy that at a low estimate at 
least $20,000 has been expended—and 
it is probably worth it, if-the city had 
.the money to spare—but it will yet take 
several thousand more before it is com- 
pleted.

That the infuriated mob at Home- 
stead, Pa., stayed their hands without 
the destruction of property, other than 
the barges upon which the Pinkerton 
men had been brought, is a mntter of 
congratulation. Itshows that, afterall, 
there was some method in their mad- 
ness. They probably heeded the coun- 
selof the more cool-headed leaders of 
their organization. This counsel, which 
saved the property of the Carnegie 
works, was probably actuated by the 
knowledge, first, that if the works were 
festroyed, between 4000 aud 5000 
men would be out of work for an indefi- 
nite period, and, secondly, that the 
~Btate of Pennsylvania would be obliged 
to make good the léss, as happened in 
1877 when the property of the Penn- 
6ylvania Railway Company was de- 
stroyed. It isacrumb of comfort to 
know that there is some_ reason 
left even in an American mob, 
and_that they recognize the fact 
that there is a limit beyond which they 
cannot go without inflicting serious 
damage upon themselves. The inter- 
ests of capital and labor are, then, bound 
up together—inseparably so—and even 
a mob of people, crazy with slaughter, 
recognize this fact.

Mr. Cook 
says that they had five fruit drying sta- 
tions in Southern California, and made 
$2000 clear a day for several weeks 
that season. They never expect to have 
such success and luck in business again, 
for the Eastern demand for our fruit 
that year was simply enormous. Mr. 
Cook says that by their favorable con- 
tracts for peaches and avricots in Po- 
mona Valley in 1890, their firm was 
able.to produce dried fruit at 7 4g cents 
a pound. They turred around. and 
sold car-load after car-load of the 
same fruit for 14 cents a pound.

A New Grain Taken From a Wild Goose. 


G. W. Céplen of Latah is this year. 


tenderly nursing a couple of stalks of 
wheat which-have a curios history. 
saysthe Pugét Sound Mail. In the fall 
of 1890 a wild goose killed om-one of 
the islands near the Straits of Fuca was 
found to contain 
wheat. . These were planted and grew 
profusely, Mr. Coplen securing two 
sample grains where it had grown at 
Nelson, B.C. The grains are nearly 
twice the length of ordinary wheat, 
shaped something like a grain of rye, 
but much thicker. The two grains ger-

Although Los Angeles cannot prop- 
erly be called a manufacturing city, as 
thé term is generaliy understood, yet 
our manufacturing industries are by no 
means few or unimportant. The Los 
Angeles city directory, just issued, 
shows 200 manufacturing establish- 
ments, representing sixty main varie- 
ties of product. This does not include 
such industries as tailor shops, milli- 
ners, paint shops, etc., which have 
sometimes been included in a list of our 
manufacturing enterprises. 
Following is a list of the manufactur- 
ing establishments of Los Angeles. 
The aggregate number in this list is 
more than 200, which is accounted for 
by the fact that some factories pro- 
duce two or more distinct classes of 
manufactured goods: 
Artificial stone works 13, baskets, 
blank books, boilers 5, boxes—paper 3, | 
wood 4; brass works 4, brewery, 
bricks 7, brooms 2, candy 12, canes, 
chairs 2, carriages and wagons 17, 
cigar boxes, cigars 8, coffee and spice 
mills 4, copper works, cornices 3, 
crackers 2, curled hair, distilleries 
8, doors, sash and blinds 11, electro- 
typers 2, fences 2, foundries and ma- 
chine shops 8, fruit cannery, fruit pre- 
serving, furniture 8, galvanized iron 
13, gloves, ice 6, leather goods 2, mac- 
caroni and vermicelli, marble and gran- 
ite 5, feed mills 6, flour mills 2, woolen 
mills, musical instruments, wines and 
brandies 3, pickles 8, picture frames 7, 
pipe—gas and water 8, sewer 8; 
planing mills 18, plating works, pot- 
tery, pressed brick 2, shirts 8, show-.

Many of the enterprises enumerated 
above might with profit be extended, 
and many other branches of manufac- 
ture which are not now represented 
might be introduced. The great draw- 
back to the extension of manufactures 
in Los Angeles is the high price of fuel.

Fora reductionin the price of fuel 
the manufacturers of Los Angeles look 
in two directions—to an increased out- 
put of petroleum or better transporta- 
tion facilities therefor, and to the 
building of the much-talked of railroad 
to: Salt Lake, on the completion of 
which we are promised coal laid down 
in Los Angeles at $5 a ton. Experi- 
ments as to the comparative value of 


oil and coal for fuel show that three 
ts-of California_oti 


ton of the best available bituminous 
coal at its lowest and often reaches the 
average of two and a half barrels to 
one ton,” It has been proposed that a 
three-inch pipe line should be laid 
thirty miles to cOnnect the Puente dis- 
trict with Los Angeles citv. Twelve 
miles of this line would be through oil- 

ing territory. A specimen of ar-_ 
titicial tuel was shown several years 
ago atthe Chamber of Commerce con- 
sisting of a preparation of peat and 
other fiber into which was infused 
about 5 percent. of crude pétroleum, 
or a larger amount of meited brea. 
The fuel was prepared under heavy 
pressure and made into bricks at a cost 
of about $5 aton. It was claimed to 
make a fuel easily handled, cleaner 
than coal, producing almost no ash, 
and yielding nearly double the heat de- 
rived from the combustion of an equal 
amount of average coal. Peat beds 
from twoto ten feet in depth cover 
considerable areas. in section 
around Westminster, Compton and on 
the Chino ranch, 

There are, however, many branches 
of manufacturing in which fuel plays 
but asmail part. Moreover, as a set- 
off to the present high price of fuel. 
the location of Los Angeles for a manu- 
facturing city is all that can be de- 
sired. We have a mild climate, in 
which work can be carried on all the 
year round, and where expensive build- 
ings are not necessary to keep out the 
bitter winter cold. This is a most im- 
portant factor to take into considera 
tion in estimating the advantages of a 
location for manufacturing purposes. 
The location of Los Angeles, close to 
the ocean, in the center of a network 
of railroads, all converging here, with 
two transcontinental roads reaching us 
over easy grades and more coming, is 
peculiarly advantageous from a manu- 
facturing point ofview, | 

The following are but a few of the 
numerous openings for manufacturing 
enterprises in Los Angeles: | 

The utilization of our fruit product 
by canning, drying, crystallizing and 
making into jam is capable of almost 
indefinite extension. 

In the immediate neighborhood of 
Los Angelesthere should be three or 
four beet sugar factories like that at 
Chino, but conducted under the coiiper- 
ative system, which gives the farmer a 
share in the profits of the factory. 
_- Much bacon and ham that is now ir- 
ported might be put up here. 

Castor and linseed oil coulé be manu- 
factured ona large scale. A small cas- 
tor oil mill is now being erected. The

factory several years ago, and good 
glass was made from san dug within 
the city limits, but dull times prevented 
progress, A gentleman from Pitts- 
burgh is now looking into the question 
of reviving the project.

It is estimated- that the freight and 
breakage alone would cover the cost of 
production. 

Immense quantities of raw hides are 
shipped East and reimported as shoes, 
saddies and harness, there being only 
one small tannery in this section. The 
expense for tallow and peat’s foot oil in 
manufacture is less here than in the 
East. Tan bark can be hadfrom Lower 
California, or the extract imported 
from the East.
